Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claim 1 2-1 3 & 1 5-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Gutleber (4431999). 

With regard to claim 24-25 & 22-23, Gutleber discloses: 

- Operating the 1 st partial antenna, the received 1 st signal having a 1 st broad 
directional dependence (see column 2, lines 30-63). 

Operating the second partial antenna to transmit and receive second signals, the 
received second signals having a second broad directional depended with a 
notch of missing of reduced intensity within a narrow angular region (see column 
2, lines 30-35). 

- Alternating cyclically execution of steps above (see column 3, lines 4-19). 

- Subtracting two signals detected above to generate a third directional 
dependence which is substantially narrower than both the 1 st directional and the 
second direction dependence (see column 4, lines 31-60). 

With regard to claim 12-13, 15-20, Gutleber a general design procedures for providing 
an array antenna such patterns are made up of products and/or sums of Sin(mx)/Sin(x) 
functions, and can achieved by controlling both the amplitudes and spacing of array 
antenna elements (see column 3, lines 4-54) which meets the claims. 
With regard to claim 21, Gutleber teaches that the antenna system is a mircostrip 
antenna, wherein partial antennas are each formed by arrays each of which a plurality 
of antenna elements (see column 3, lines 4-54).
